knell of world capitalism. A

Eugene Varga had doubts, how- 
ever, and wrote that the U.S. 
postwar depression might be de- 
layed some years. 


Furious, Stalin denounced and 


banished Varga, then reassert- 
ed the doctrine: Immediate U.S. 
depression 
was inevitable. It 


was all CPUSA needed. 


Happily, the party in 1946 


dipped 
into 
its 
considerable 


working capital and sallied into 
the market, intent on making 
money to finance the revolution 
which would come 
soon after 


the inevitable depression. 
Par- 


ty financiers sold short. 


Result: Disaster. The depres- 


sion didn't come. The party lost 
a bundle. 


To this day, Communists see 


nothing funny in the incident, 


> and this reveals one of the par- accords" were 


ty's great drawbacks in Amer- 
ica. It could not permit a sense 
of humor. It could not afford a 
joke on itself. It could not be 
other than arrogant in demand- 
ing that its members restrict 
their thinking to the Kremlin's 
rigid rules. 


After suffering heavy mem- 


bership losses because of the 
Nazi-Soviet 
pact 
signalling 


World War II, the Communists 
recouped 
when Germany 
at- 


tacked the Soviet Union. The 
party abruptly dropped its anti- 
war campaign of strikes and 
sabotage. Overnight, 
Commu- 


nists 
became 
superpatriots. 


Party boss Earl Browder for- 
got his antiwar pronouncements 
and became prowar. 


But in the long run this con- 


tributed to the party's decline. 


Browder and others were not 


agile enough after the war. 
Browder, who had earned a rep- 
utation as an executive in the 
Communist International 
con- 


spiracy, seemed to believe that 
the Roosevelt, Churchill, Stalin 
agreements presaged a postwar 
era in which Communists could 
win their aims by nonviolent 
means. He even conceived the 
4 idea of changing the party to 


the 
''Communist Political As- 


sociation," abandoning the con- 
spiratorial 
structure 
and be- 


coming outwardly respectable. 


Browder was 15 years ahead 


of his time. What he was in 1945 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev be- 
came in the 1960s. What the 
Russians were in 1945, the Red 
Chinese became in the 1960s.

is, Browder-like 
ideas, 


now espoused by Khrushchev, 
caused the Soviet-Chinese split.

Pesticides 
Traced to 
Liver Cancer 


CHICAGO (AP) - Mice that 


were fed a diet containing srrtail 
amounts of two common pesti- 
cides developed cancer of the 
liver, a University of Arkansas 
researcher reported today. 


Dr. Joseph 
Song, associate 


professor of pathology at the U 
of A Medical Center in Little 
Rock, said the pesticides were 
nldrin and dicldrin. 


After being fed diets contain- 


ing the pesticides, 
cancerous 


liver cells invaded the bloorl 
stream in all the mice, Song 
said. 


"The significance lies in the 


fact that man and other ani- 
mals arc constantly exposed to 
these two widely used pest- 
icides," he saUl.

Cotton and 
Wheat Plans 
Announced 
WASHINGTON (AP) -New 


cotton and wheat stabilization 
prdgrams, retaining planting al- 
lotments established earlier for 
1964 
crops, 
have 
been 
an- 


nounced by Secretary of Agri- 
culture Orville L. Freeman. 


_ Freeman announced the pro- 


visions of the programs, which 
affect growers, producers and 
exporters, shortly after Presi- 
dent Johnson signed the cotton- 
wheat bill Saturday. 


In s i g n i n g the legislation, 


which will provide about $1 bil-' 
lion in payments to wheat and 
cotton farmers and subsidies to 
domestic cotton mills, Johnson 
said it "gives us some insur- 
ance against a depression on 
the farm." 


Under the cotton program, 


which retains the 16 - million 
acre planting allotment, grow- 
ers 
will 
have 
these 
four 


choices: 


1. They can plant within their 


effective 
basic 
allotment, in- 


cluding any acreage given them 
from allotments surrendered by 
other growers. They would then 
be eligible for price supports at 
30 cents a pound — about 2.5 
cents less than last year. 


2. They can plant within a do- 


mestic allotment — 33 per cent 
Jess than the basic allotment. 
Those with farms of 15 acres or 
less have a domestic allotment 
of either 15 acres or their basic 
allotment, whichever is less 
Those farmers planting within 
their domestic allotment will be 
eligible for price supports at 30 
cents a pound plus a govern- 
ment payment of 3.5 cents a 
pound on the normal yield of 
their domestic allotment. 


3. They can participate 
in 


what is called an export acre- 
age allotment. They can plant 
their full basic allotment plus 
an additional 5 per cent of that 
allotment. They would be eligi- 
ble for 30 cents support on the 
cotton grown under the basic al- 
lotment but no support on the 
extra 5 per cent which could be 
sold for export only. 


4. They can ignore all allot- 


ments and plant as much as 
they want. They would then re- 
ceive no price support or pay- 
ments and would have to pay a 
penalty of about 20 cents a 
pound on cotton grown in ex- 
cess of the basic allotment. 


The subsidy to domestic tex- 


tile mills including in the new 
program is designed to enable 
them to compete on even terms 
with foreign mills, which can 
buy U.S. cotton at the world 
market price, which is 8.5 cents 
a pound cheaper than the do- 
mestic price.

Soybean Big 
Crop in State 
This Year 
LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


most popular crop in Arkansas 
this year will be soybeans- 
some 3.1 million acres of (hem, 
or half the total acreage plant- 
ed to crops in Arkansas. 


This is the estimate put forth 


by Clay R. Moore, economist 
for the Agricultural Extension 
Service. 


The 
soybean plantings 
will 


compare with 30 per cent for 
cotton and three per cent for 
wheat, Moore says. 


This will be the second year 


for such a high proportion of 
cropland to be planted to a 
single crop. 


Why soybeans? Moore says 


.he over-riding reason seems to 
3e that soybeans is the highest 
jrofit crop other than the con- 
Tolled crops, cotton and rice. 


Moore said that based on the 


'ive-year state average yields, 
net returns per acre to land and 
nanagement were $30 for soy- 
beans, 
$21 for 
wheat, $7 for 


corn, $2.50 for oats. Si for grain 
sorghum and $3 for barley. 


Row crops, corn and grain 


sorghum, small grain crops an:! 
lay crops are the main ones 
considered competitive w i t h 


soybeans for unrestricted acre- 
age that can be planted to any 
crop. 


But hay crops arc not produc- 


er! much as cash crops. To ex- 
pand hay crops would mean to 
expand 
livestock 
production, 


Moore said, and this has not 
been the trend except in local 
situations. 


The livestock industry is in 


trouble already, with supplies 
zooming and prices declining. 
Producers have set up a crash 
program to promote consump- 
tion of beef, hoping t h e state 
will eat its way out of the sur- 
plus problem.

turns from the various crops. 
They are inclined to use yield 
and price figures that 
most 


nearly apply to their situtation,- 
he said. 


And under these present price

production figures, they 


are continuing to expand soy- 
bean production at the expense 
of other adapted orops.

'* NEW YORK AP) - In the 


midst of all the general pros- 
perity the residential real es- 
tate industry is having its own 
private readjustment. It can be 
thankful for one thing—that this 
is happening just now. 


After the long postwar boom, 


the 
housing market in many 


cities and regions is less than 
exuberant. And although con- 


•struction of single family homes 


nasn't slid milch in the last two 
years, builders are having to re- 
adjust to new sales conditions. 


But on the whole the industry 


—and especially that part of it 
which puts up the money for the 
mortgages—hasn't been pinched 
too 
badly. If the rest 
of 


the economy was in a. down- 
swing, however, there would be 
trouble ahead. 


® As it is, most builders have 


been able to refinance when 
necessary. Most lenders report 
the ioreclosiire rate, though 
higher than a while back, isn't 
too worrisome. The residential 
estate boom has faded—but it 
hasn't gone bust. 


'Some cities are seeing more 


trouble for their big rush to 
build apartment houses. And in 
these places the vacancy signs 


vfate disturbing. The projects 


often have had to refinance to 
wait for what builders still con- 
fidently refer to as another up- 
surge in rental demand sure to 
come in a year or two. 


In a few cities the overbuild- 


ing of apartment houses was all 
but intentional. In New York 
City the rush to put up luxury 
suites was fired by a desire to 
beat a 
change in zoing and 


*'building rules. This old law al- 


lowed a builder to use more of 
the ground and air space.
